9 AMERICANS LEAVE MADRID; 
OTHERS GET READY 10 DEPART 


U. 8. Citizens Go to Valencia, Where 
Cruiser Is Due to Land 
Tomorrow. 


MADRID, July 30.—Nine Amer- 
icans left Madrid today on_ the 
morning train for the port of Va- 
lencia. 

Other fvreigners, including at 
least 75 Americans, were planning 
to leave tonight by regular train 
for Valencia. The American and 
British Embassies requested the al- 
lotment of 100 seats each, 

The Spanish Government said it 
found it impossible to provide spe- 
cial trains for removing foreign- 
ers. The Government pointed out 
that railway service with Mediter- 
ranean ports was normal. 

Reports from the American Con- 
sul at Valencia said Americans who 
had left Madrid and other points 
previously were arriving safely in 
small groups. Their chief difficul- 
ty was in finding hotel reservations. 

It was estimated 30 Americans 
now were in Valencia, awaiting the 
arrival of the United States heavy 
cruiser Quincy, which is due to- 
morrow morning from Alicante.

DROUTH REPORT SENDS CORN UP 
4 CENTS, LIMIT, AT CHICAGO 


Other Commodities at New Highs 
for Season; Some at Peak 
Since 1930, 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 30.—Corn prices 
shot up the 4 cents-a-bushel, limit 
allowance in one session today after 
release of a special drouth report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
indicating half the acreage in im- 
portant corn producing areas was 
damaged beyond recovery. 

Buying quickly lifted September 
corn to around 98 cents a bushel 
and December above 90 cents. These 
prices were the highest of the sea- 
son and in the case of September 
contracts were the highest since 
1930. 

Heat and drouth resulted in 
sharp advances in egg future prices. 
Since the first of July, October 
delivery eggs. rose from 24% cents 
a dozen to 27 cents. 

Potato futures were at new peaks 
for 1936. Potatoes for January de- 
livery sold up to $2.45 a hundred. 

November butter advanced % 
cent to 34% cents a pound, high- 
est price in July since 1930. A re- 
port indicated production was 21 
per cent below last year. 

Wheat rose almost 2 cents, Sep- 
tember selling at one time above 
$1.10 a’ bushel. New high prices for 
wheat were established in other 
major markets of the world. 


LONDON-AUSTRALIA ‘FLIGHT 


Lord Sempill and Three Others 
Make New Attempt. 

LONDON, July 30.—Lord Sempill 
took off today from Hanworth air- 
port at 10:30 a. m. in a second at- 
tempt to fly to Australia in three 
and one-half days. 

Three companions accompanied 
him on the flight on which they 
hope to reack Meibourne. A pre- 
vious attempt, begun July 10, failed 
when mechanical trouble forced 
them down in Vienna. 


East Russia Food Prices Cut 35 Pct. 

MOSCOW, July 30.—Reductions 
approximating 35 per cent were or- 
dered today in prices of food in 
Far East Russia, to bring the costs 
down to the Moscow level. Princi- 
pal in the reductions were those for 
black and white bread. Previous- 
ly, generally higher prices prevailed 
in the Far Eastern area because of

LANDON GIVES HIS 
LABOR VIEWS 10 
NORMAN THOMAS 


Says That Workers Have 
Right to Organize ‘‘With 
Complete Freedom From 
Interference.” 


FAVORS “LAWFUL,

Recalls That He Called Out 
Troops in Strike, but Or- 
dered Protection 
Pickets.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 30. — Gov. 
Alf M. Landon wrote Norman 
Thomas yesterday that labor unions 
have the right “to promote by law- 
ful and proper means the organ- 
ization of an unorganized industry, 
which includes the right to send 
in an organizer.” 

The Republican nominee’s letter 
was in reply to &® communication 
from the Socialist candidate for 
President, in which Thomas asked 
for an elaboration of Landon’s ac- 
ceptance speech statement that em- 
ploye freedom from _ coercion 
“means, as I read it, entire freedom 
from coercion or intimidation by 
the employer, any fellow employe 
or any other person.” 

“In my statement which you 
quote,” Landon wrote, “there is 
nothing to suggest that I am in 
favor of infringing in any way the 


right of free speech or free assem- | 


bly. 

“IT am opposed to any such in- 
fringement. The workers have the 
right to meet among themselves or 
with others of their own choice to 
promote organization, with com- 
plete freedom from interference 
from anyone whatsoever.” 


Text of Letter. 


The letter follows: 

“Dear Mr. Thomas: 

“T have received your letter of 
July 24th, and its courtesy and can- 
dor merit an answer in the same 
spirit, although, as you say, it is 
rather unusual to discuss questions 
of this nature in a personal letter. 

“You have asked for further com- 
ment on the statement in my ac- 
ceptance speech that says: ‘Under 
all circumstances, so states the Re- 
publican platform, employes are to 
be free from interference from any 
source, which means, as I read it, 
entire freedom from coercion or in- 
timidation by the employer, any fel- 
low employe or any other person.’ 

“In your letter you state: ‘The 
history of the American labor move- 
ment shows that repeatedly employ- 
ers’ organizations like the National 
Manufacturers’ Association have 
used the phrase—free from interfer- 
ence from any source—to mean a 
denial of the right of a labor union, 
or labor unions, actively to promote 
the organization of an unorganized 
factory or an unorganized industry. 
It is absurd to talk about labor’s 
right to organize if in every factory 
workers more or less at the mercy 
of the owners of their jobs must or- 
ganize spontaneously without any 
help from their fellows. Is this the 
interpretation to be given to your 
words?’ 


“In my statement, which you 
quote, there is nothing to suggest 
that I am in favor of infringing in 
any way the right of free speech 
or free assembly. I am opposed to 
any such infringement. The work- 
ers have the right to meet among 
themselves or with others of their 
own choice to promote organiza- 
tion, with complete freedom from 
interference from anyone whatso- 
ever. The workers should be fully 
protected in this right by the pub- 
lic authorities. This necessarily in- 
cludes the right of a labor union 
to promote by lawful and proper 
means the organization of an un- 
ofganized industry, which includes 
the right to send in an organizer. 


Kansas Strike Recalled. 


“In connection with the only seri- 
ous labor disturbance (lead and zine 
mine strike) that has occurred in 
Kansas, during my term as Gover- 
nor, in Cherokee County in June 
and July, 1935, I acceded to a re- 
quest, jointly’ preferred by the 
Sheriff and Prosecuting Attorney 
of Cherokee County, that I send 
troops to maintain order. I instruct- 
ed the troops through the Adjutant- 
General of Kansas to maintain or- 
der, to disarm all armed civilians, 
including the armed guards em- 
ployed by the smelter and mine op- 
erators, and those that may have 
been armed in behalf of the labor 
groups. Guards on mine and smel- 
ter properties carrying deputy con- 
stable commissions were obliged to 
give up these deputy commissions. 
They were not permitted to carry 
arms off the private property where

GROSS FRAUDS 
IN BOTH OF THEM 


Panel Intends to Continue 
Its Study of the Evi- 
dence, Holding Daily Ses- 
sions Through Primary 
Day, Next Tuesday. 


The grand jury today dipped into 
State Senator Mike Kinney’s Fifth 
Ward, where ghost voters were reg- 
istered in droves, in the second day 


f its investigation into the whole- 
@ale registration frauds exposed by 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Charles L, Moore, Republican sec- 
retary of the Election Board, who 
appeared before the grand jury yes- 
terday, was called as a witness 
again today to present registration 
lists of the First Precinct of the 
Fifth Ward and the First Precinct, 
Sixth Ward. 

One of the most glaring irregu- 
larities in the registration fraud 
was found at No. 7 Market street, 
First Precinct, Fifth Ward, where 
56 were registered from a two-story 
ramshackle building unoccupied for 
the last year. There was no bed 
or other article of furniture in the 
building. 

Ghost Votes in Empty Buildings. 

Other vacant buildings were 
found to have been similarly used 
in the Fifth Ward where Kinney, 
Democratic boss, is facing the fight 
of his life for renomination for the 
seat in the Senate he has held for 
24 years. From 410 North Levee, 
Second Precinct, Fifth Ward, 137 
names were registered. No. 410 is 
a two-story building with a saloon 
on the first floor. At the Atlantic 
Hotel, Fifteenth and Pine streets, 
also in Senator Kinney’s political 
domain, 160 supposed voters were 
registered, although only six of 
them were known to the assistant 
manager of the hotel. These and 
other flagrant irregularities were 
aired before the grand jury, which 
plans to hold daily sessions through 
next Tuesday, primary election day. 

It was in a registration and poll- 
ing place in the basement of the 
historic Old Courthouse, Broadway 
and Market street, First Precinct 
of the Fifth Ward, that Sam Weber, 
“green” Republican election judge, 
learned a lesson in registration pad- 
ding, which left him amazed. As 
was told in the Post-Dispatch last 
Friday, Weber and the other Re- 
publican judge wrote names and 
addresses on slips of paper sup- 
posed to be used later to check the 
registrants, while the Democratic 
judges, appointed at the instance 
of Senator Kinney, took charge of 
the books. 

Weber wanted to work on the 
books, but was firmly squelched by 
the Democrats in charge, he told 
Post-Dispatch reporters. He start- 
ed to protest at the reappearance 
of “repeaters,” but thought it pru- 
dent to reserve his protests until 
later. When the registration was 
completed, 482 names had been 
added to the books, which were 
shoved at Weber with directions to 
sign, thereby vouching for the le 
gality of the proceedings. 

Subpenas duces tecum for the 
registration lists and records of the 
First Precinct, Fifth Ward, and 
the First Precinct, Sixth Ward, 
have been issued. 

Witnesses Called for Today. 

Among witnesses called for to- 
day, besides Méore, were Paul O. 
Peters, director of the Citizens 
Nonpartisan Committee, who was 
active in exposing the frauds; Wil- 
liam Jones, an attorney connected 
with the Nonpartisan Committee; 
William Gould, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, and residents of the pre- 
cinct. 

Alderman Harry L. Israel, owner 
of the Laclede Hotel, 518 Chestnut 
street, where the registration of 
303 voters is under investigation,

RIVER FLOW AERE 8.6 PCT. 
LESS THAN IN 1934 DROUTH 


Geological Survey Reports Average 
of 69,100 Cubic Feet a Second 
in Week Ended July 18. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—A Geo- 
logical Survey report, showing 
the flow of the Mississippi River 
at St. Louis, is 8.6 per cent less 
than during the corresponding pe- 
riod of the 1934 drouth, was made 
public today by Secretary Ickes. 

Reporting stream flow through- 
out the drouth area was still “ab- 
normally low,” the survey said 
prospects for domestic and com- 
mercial water supplies still were 
uncertain. During the week end- 
ed July 18 the Mississippi aver- 
aged 69,100 cubic feet per second 
at St. Louis, compared with 75,600 
cubic feet per second for the same 
period in 1934. 

The survey's report added that 
“precipitation has continued to be 
subnormal and both surface and 
ground waters are reported to be 
approachjng previous mihimum rec- 
ords. Government constructed 
wells which were opened in Kansas 
in 1934 are again being’ utilized 
in certain areas.” 


FIVE DEAD IN LUZON TYPHOON 


Heavy Damage Done to Property 
and Crops in Philippines. 
By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, P. L, July 30.—A ty- 
phoon swept two provinces on 
Northern Luzon Island today, caus- 
ing at least five deaths and wide- 
spread damage to property and 
crops. Two persons were missing. 

All communications were inter- 
rupted to the provinces of Ilocos 
Sur on the west coast and Cagayan 
on the northeastern tip of the is- 
land. Another typhoon was report- 
ed 500 miles east of Southern Luzon 
Island moving toward the north- 
west. A typhoon warning was 
raised In Manila.

In that ward, the first seven pre 
cincts from which reports were 
made showed 2135 “No Found” out 
of 6144 registered, or 34 per cent. 

Miller’s home precinct, the fifth, 
showed 523 “Not Found” out of 
1311 registered, or 40 per cent. These 
included eight persons dead as long 
as two years, registrants from three 
vacant buildings, and a large num- 
ber who moved a year or more ago. 

In Miller’s home, 1440 Cass ave- 
nue, two of the 12 persons regis- 
tered were reported “Not Found,” 
and notices were left for them to 
appear at the Election Board office 
and establish their right to register. 
Miller has announced that he will 
“vote” all those registered from his 
house, regardless of what the of- 
ficial investigators do.

In the Fourth Precinct of Jimmy 
Miller’s ward, the number reported

LATTER REJECTS 
COMPROMISE OFFER 


Proposition Was Made to 
Have Him Stand Aside 
While Federation Made 
Organization Campaign.

WASHINGTON, Juty 30.—Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor Edward F. 
McGrady was closeted this after- 
noon with President William 
Green of the American Federation 
of Labor, in a desperate eleventh- 
hour effort to patch up a truce be- 
tween the insurgent labor forces led 
by John L. Lewis, and the federa- 
tion’s old guard, commanded by 
Green. No one ventured to express 
much hope over the outcome. 

Simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of a compromise pro- 
posal put forward by the Wisconsin 
Federation of Labor, the writer 
learned that a still more liberal pro- 
posal already had been rejected by 
Lewis, acting in behalf of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
of which he is chairmen. The con- 
flict, as has been told, is a result 
of the committee's campaign to or- 
ganize workers in steel, rubber and 
other mass production industries 
into industrial unions—a step which 
is bitterly opposed by the crafts 
unions which dominate the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

At the request of some of the 
more liberal leaders of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, McGrady 
went to Lewis and enquired how 
he would receive a proposal from 
the American Federation of Labor 
to take charge of a campaign to 
organize the workers in the steel, 
automobiles, rubber, cement and 
aluminum industries into industrial 
unions, but under the direct au- 
spices of the American Federation 


‘of Labor, with the understanding 


that he disband the-Committee of 
Industrial Organization. 
“Gun Pointed at My Head.” 

Lewis, with characteristic blunt- 
ness, replied: “I will listen to no 
proposals of any character as long 
as there is a gun pointed at my 
head.” 

He was alluding to the fact that 
the executive council of the federa- 
tion has formally charged him and 
his associates on the Committee for 
Industrial Organization with form- 
ing a rival organization, and has 
cited them to appear for trial next 
Monday. Lewis and his colleagues 
have served notice on the executive 
council that they will not appear. 

Lewis told McGrady that if the 
executive council of the federation 
wished to enter into negotiations 
with the Committee for Industrial 
Organization, it must first drop the 
charges and agree to postpone all 
action until the national convention 
of the federation in October. This, 
in turn, was not acceptable to the 
feceration chiefs. 

To expel a member union from 
the American Federation of Labor, 
a two-thirds vote is required. Al- 
though in a minority, Lewis’ coal 
miners and the 11 other unions rep- 
resented on his committee consti- 
tute considerably more than one- 
third of the federation’'s member- 
ship. If the question of expulsion 
arises in the convention, and they 
are permitted to vote, they are cer- 
tain to block it. To insure their ex- 
pulsion, the executive 
must previously deprive them of the 
right to vote. 

Whether the executive council 
possess such a power is a question 
which has been raised not only by 
the insurgents themselves, but by 
many of the conservative craft 
unions opposing them. No such 
authority is conferred by the fed- 
eration’s constitution. Green con- 
tends that the power is “implied” 
by the constitution. 

Wisconsin Compromise Plan. 

Henry Ohl, president of the Wis- 
consin federation, is en route to 
present to Green and Lewis copies 
of a resolution adopted at the State 
convention last week. It proposes, 
in brief, that Lewis be authorized 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor to prosecute his organizing 
campaign in the steel and rubber 
industries, but agree to keep hands 
off any others.

EX-NAVAL OFFICER ARRAIGNED, 
DENIES HE BETRAYED SECRETS 


John S. Farnsworth Returned to 
Jail to Await Trial Early 
October. 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—John §S. 
Farnsworth, whose career in the 
American navy ended in court mar- 
tial in 1927, denied in the District 
of Columbia Federal Court today 
that he had betrayed his country’s 
defense secrets to a foreign power. 

Strengthened by a two weeks 
“rest” in the District of Columbia 
jail, the former Lieutenant-Com- 
mander appeared before Justice 
Oscar Luhring to plead not guilty 
to two offenses charged by a Fed- 
eral grand jury. 

The indictment returned by the 
jury last week said Farnsworth had 
delivered a confidential naval publi- 
cation, “the service of information 
and security,” to a Japanese agent 
in August, 1934. It also charged he 
had attempted to make such a de- 
livery. 

Farnsworth was returned to jail 
after today’s arraignment to await 
trial before a Federal Court jury 
early in October. His attorney said 
he probetSiy would not be able to 
post $10,000 bond. 

The accused former officer is a 
one-time resident of Cincinnati, O., 
a graduate of the naval academy 
and well known here, where he was 
arrested recently by naval intelli- 
gence and Justice Department of- 
ficers.

Expects Reinforcements. 

David Lasser, national leader of 
the Workers’ Alliance, directing the 
“Siege of Capitol Hill,” neverthe- 
less, said he expected  reinforce- 
ments to begin arriving tonight un- 
less the legislature “gives us what 
we came here for.” Lassar said the 
jobless had been advised that its 
members could cheer all they 
wanted to but that they would not 
interfere with the business of the 
legislature. 

Another meeting of the finance 
committee was called for this morn- 
ing at the executive mansion after 
a night session ended without a 
final agreement being reached.

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Spanish Soldiers 
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Reported Killed in Ambush 


Government Force Caught in Pass and Mowed 
Down by Rebels, Say Persons 
Reaching France.

PERPIGNAN, France, July 30.— 
Spanish mountaineers reported here 
today that more than 2000 loyal sol- 


diers were killed when they were 


ambushed in the hills outside of 
Zaragoza by the rebel army. 
The mountaineers, who said they 


had marched with Leftist forces on 
Zaragoza in an advance which the 
Government hoped would wipe out 
the rebel stronghold in Northeast 
Spain, told French officials that at 
the border village of Bagneres de 
Luchon, one of the main Leftist col- 
umns was mowed down by Fascists’ 
machine guns. 

The ambush took place, they said, 
in a pass about 40 kilometers (25 
miles) outside of Zaragoza. The 
rebels had mounted machine guns 
on the hills at either side of the 
pass, and as the loyal troops 


marched through the insurrection- 
ists fired. 

The mountaineers reported that 
4000 or 5000 men, thought to be un- 
der the command of Perez Farras, 
fled headlong after the surprise at- 
tack and a tentative but futile ef- 
fort to meet the assault. 

The other Leftist armies march- 
ing on Zaragoza, they added, were 
forced to fall back nearly 60 kilo- 
meters along the Ebro River in or- 
der to keep in line with the rem- 
nants of the defeated column.

FY-HUSBAND REVEALS

Entries Tell of Love for 
George’; Nursemaid Describes 
Doctor’s Private Affairs.

VALUATION IN HALE 


Illinois Portion Put at $1,- 
500,000 in Opinion Fol- 
lowing Hearing on Ob- 
jections to $3,000,000. 


An opinion placing an assessed 
valuation for tax purposes of $1,- 
500,000 on the Illinois portion of the 
Municipal Bridge was handed down 
today at Belleville by County Judge 
Joseph Flemingeof St. Clair County. 

The opinion followed a hearing 
held lagt month on objections by 
the City of St. Louis to the $3,000,- 
000 tax valuation placed on the por- 
tion of the bridge in Illinois by the 
St. Clair County Board of Review. 

Judge Fleming stated that the 
city and county were not far apart 
on the question of the actual value 
of the bridge, which is about $7,- 
000,000. The opinion established 
boundary lines, one point in conten- 
tion, fixing the Illinois portion at 
42 per cent of the structure, 

“There are only two elements in- 
volved, the question of actual value 
and value from income,” the opin- 
ion stated. “Income amounts to 
about $600,000 a year, which is a 
return of 6 per cent on $10,000,000. 
On this basis the income from the 
42 per cent of the bridge in Illinois 
is $4,200,000. Using the equalizing 
factor, as used by the County Board 
of Review, of 40 per cent of the 
value for tax purposes, the valua- 
tion on the basis of income for the 
Illinois portion would be $1,680,000.” 
Judge Fleming told a reporter that 
from this deduction he arrived at 
the round figure of $1,500,000 valua- 
tion.

TO JOYCE KILMER, 
AUTHOR OF ‘TREES’ 


Poet Honored on 18th Anni- 
versary of His Death in 
World War. 


By the Associated Press, 

ROBBINSVILLE, N. C., July 30. 
—World War veterans and friends 
gathered today to dedicate a for- 
est to Joyce Kilmer, the poet who 
wrote: 

“Poems are made by fools like 
me, 

“But only God can mpeke a tree.” 


The 3840-acre tract naer here will 
be known as the Joyce Kilmer 
Memorial Forest. Kilmer died 18 
years ago today on a battlefield of 
France. 

President Roosevelt sent a mes- 
Sage saying: “It is particularly 
fitting that a poet who will always 
be remembered for the tribute he 
embodies in ‘Trees’ should find this 
living monument. Thus his mem- 
ory is forever honored and one of 
nature’s masterpieces is set mt 
to be preserved for the enjoyment 
of generations yet unborn.” 

E. A. Sherman, Assistant Chief of 
the United States Forest Service, 
said: “We may justly claim Kil- 
mer as belonging to veterans and 
foresters alike. On the field of 
combat he made the supreme sac- 
rifice as a patriot; in “Trees’ he 
has bequeathed to humanity one 
of its rarest gems of human ex- 
pression.” 

The program also called for a re- 
view of Kilmer’s work on the New 
York Times by Charles McDonald 
Puckette of the Times, and his ca- 
reer as a soldier by Paul A. Wil- 
liams, chairman of the Memorial 
Committee.

THREE PRISONERS STAB 


GUARDS, FLEE; CAUGHT 


Men on Trial for Murder Gef 

Out of Chicago Elevator but 
Are Recaptured in Building. ;

CHICAGO, July 30.—Three men 


on trial charged with murdering & 
policeman attacked their guards in 
an elevator in the Criminal Court 
Building today, handcuffed the 
guards, and fled, but were recap- 
tured after a chase through the 


building. The, guards were stabbed 
with a sharpened file and forced to 
remove handcuffs from the prison- 
ers. 

The men on trial were Frank 
“Bones” Korezykowski, 27 years 
old; Andrew Bogaci, 28, and Paul 
Jenkot. They faced a charge of 
killing Policeman Jerome McCauley, 
during an automobile chase May 29, 

A jury qualified to inflict the 
death penalty had been completed 
in the court of Judge John C. Lewe 
only a short time before. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Morris G. Meyers 
aid he intended to introduce alleged 
confessions of the triol. Public De- 
fender Benjamin Bachrach had as- 
serted he would charge numerous 
“beatings” by the police. 

Deputy Sheriffs Edward Wing 
and Edward Tierney and Robert 
O’Connor, operator, were in a spe- 
cial elevator with the prisoners 
when the three drew files. They 
ordered the lift stopped between 
floors. Wing was slashed on the 
wrist when he attempted to over~ 
power the prisoners. With the 
guards and O’Connor handcuffed 
together, they ran the elevator to 
the fifth floor and rang the bell 
to have it opened.

The hot competition of practical 
politics which has loaded the reg- 
istry of St. Louis voters with a 
masse of fraudulent names is a phe- 
nomenon fairly common to large 
American cities but for many years 


not much in evidence in St. Louis. 
It is part of the sordid business of 
a political underworld that flour- 
ishea when respectability sleeps. 

Comment of those who know their 
politics is not colored with pride in 
a record-breaking registration. 
They are not so misled as to think 
that the flocking of voters to the 
polls signifies an aroused interest 
in public affairs. They suspect that 
the ward heelers have done their 
work well. 

Next Tuesday’s primary election 
is of vital importance to#the mas- 
ter politicians; there it will be de- 
cided who shall be the top men in 
the Democratic machine with pow- 
er to reap the profits of the sys- 
tem—assuming the Democrats are 
successful in the general election 

Votes are the ammunition needed 
by both sides and the ward heelers 
stored them up on the registration 
books for delivery on election day, 
like hand grenades before the at- 
tack. 

Kinney, Brogan, Dickmann. 

The high tide of this battle within 
the Democratic machine centers 
around the veteran State Senator, 
Michael Kinney, of the Thirty-first 
District, and with less intensity 
around his colleague, Senator Jo- 
seph H. Brogan of the Thirty-third 
District 

A secondary center of interest is 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann whose 
prospects for re-election next spring 
will be importantly affected by the 
choice of Democratic committemen 
and committeewomen from the 28 
wards in the primary. One group 
hopes to use Dickmann and his 
Organization to further its own 
gains; the other is for turning him 
out and taking the whole city gov- 
ernment into its hands. 

Behind the ostensible leaders in 
this Democratic fight for valuable 
spoils are the political lawyers, on 
both sides, working in high places, 
moving behind the scenes, destined 
to gather, and perhaps divide, the 
richest of the rewards. 

There are, then, these two phases 
making the primary election of 
paramount importance to the rival 
factions in the . Democratic ma- 
chine: first, the fight of Mayor 
Dickmann for party control and 
re-election, and, second, the fight 
of Senator Kinney to retain the 
Senate seat in which he has be- 
come one of the most powerful 
figures in Missouri politics. The 
fortunes of Senator Kinney easily 
transcend in importance to the pub- 
lic anything that may happen 
to Mayor Dickmann, regarded by 
the practical politicians as a no 
Vice at the game. 


Mike Kinney'’s Career. 

Kinney's career in the Senate 
began in 1912 when he succeeded 
his brother Tom (Snake) Kinney, 
and he has been re-elected every 
four years since then. “Snake”

ticed in the old Butler Indian days, 
and was reputed to have elected a 
Mayor at 5 o'clock the morning 
after election day when he turned 
in from his ward enough votes to 
Make up what was needed.

INNEY has been Democratic State Senator since 1912 from the Thirty-tirst District of Central St.

Casey is close to the Pendergast 
machine of Kansas City, and when 
he joined forces with Kinney and 
Brogan, there was created the 
Casey-Kinney-Brogan combination 
which for years has practically had 
the last word on what bills shall 
or shall not pass. 

With a total of only 34 members 
in the Senate, these three soon 
worked up to membership on the 
most important committees, and 
usually all three were on the same 
committees. In the 1933 regular 
and special sessions Kinney was 
president protem, with the power 
of appointing committees. Some- 
times these senators have been 
chairman of committees, but usual- 
ly Kinney has preferred to remain 
in the background, quietly going 
about his legislative business. 

All three are licensed lawyers, a 
qualification which kas its practical 
advantages when one devotes s0 
much time to the business of state 
law-making at a salary of $5 a day 
for a regular 70-day term once in 
two years, with only $1 a day for 
the session periods in excess of 70 
days. : 

A Lawyer Rarely in Court. 

Kinney was admitted to the bar 
about 15 years ago, after he had 
served several terms in the Senate, 


but in the official state manual he 
still records his business as real es- 
tate dealer. He rarely appears in 
court. It was disclosed a few years 
ago that his qualification as a law- 
yer at least enabled him to earn 
his railroad transportation to and 
from Jefferson City and elsewhere 
in the state, as a local attorney for 
the Missouri Pacific. 

That was the explanation for the 
pass that he, as well as many other 
lawyers members of the Legislature, 
held. The railroads carefully ex- 
plained that since the passes were 
issued in compensation for legal 
services there was no violation of 
the State law against the giving of 
free transportation to members of 
the Legislature. The Missouri-Pa- 
cific said that Senator Kinney 
sometimes assisted in passing on 
jurors in damage suits and in the 
settlement of claims. 

In recent years it has come to be 
accepted in Jefferson City as a 
practical fact that a bill has very 
little chance of passing in the Sen- 
ate without the support of Kinney 
and his two close associates, and, 
conversely, that their opposition 
usualy means the death of a meas- 
ure. Under the circumstances of 
such vast power it is not strange 
that Kinney should have been cul- 
tivated from time to time by rep- 
resentatives of big business, of 
banks, corporations, public utili- 
ties. Nor that outside of Jeffer- 
son City he should be called in as 
a legal adviser in certain situations. 

The Key Committees. 

The committees in which Kinney 
and his associates have exercised 
greatest influence include those on 
appropriations, judiciary and mu- 
nicipal corporations. These com- 
mittees have repeatedly blocked 
various legislative reform move- 
ments. In 1933 the committee on 
municipal corporations strangled a 
series of bills proposed by Gov. 
Park to foster construction of city- 
owned public utility plants and to 
co-operate with the Federal Public 
Works program—a legislative result 
highly pleasing to the public utility 
corporations of the State.

—“See Senator Kinney”"—it means

legal employments in the State. 

As the lines developed for this 
year’s political campaign, Igoe and 
Kinney were found on opposite 
sides of the fence. It could hardly 
be expected that Igoe would ever 
consent to be subordinated political- 
ly or professionally to Kinney, and 
yet it appeared that Mayor Dick- 
mann had joined hands with Kin- 
ney in a way designed to sustain 
and increase the power and prestige 
of the latter. Kinney could use the 
Mayor’s organization in the fight to 
retain his seat, and of course the 
Mayor needed the most powerful 
help he could muster. 


The Brown-Owen Affair. 


What this working arrangement 
meant to Kinney was disclosed by 
the Brown-Owen affair ag told in 
the Post-Dispatch July 12, a signifi- 
cant example of how Kinney, the 
veteran, moves the Mayor around 
at will, even into embarrassing sit- 
uations.

case directly to McIntyre—a clever 
way of using the Mayor to “front,” 
at the White House for liquor 
dealers seeking a favor. 


Igoe and Jimmy Miller. 


Meanwhile Igoe had established 
working relations with Jimmy Mil- 
ler, justice of the peace, and Fourth 
Ward Democratic boss, who has 
boasted that he “votes ‘em like . 
machine.” Miller has been a -po- 
litical enemy of Mayor Dickmann 
ever since the latter’s quick rise to 
political glory, and some months 
ago he let it be known that he 
would like to have his own Sena- 
tor replace the Mayor’s friend Kin- 
ney in the Thirty-first District, 
which includes most of Miller’s 
ward. “I’ve got a right to have a 
Senator up there,” he said. 

Miller, encouraged by the back- 
ing of Igoe, went ahead with his 
plans and brought out State Rep- 
resentative William Warren Burke 
to oppose Kinney for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Senator. 
Then for good measure he brought 
out J. Howard Quinn to oppose 
Brogan in the Thirty-third District, 
which includes four precincts of 
Miller’s ward. 


The auspices of these newcomers, 
with the shadow of the powerful 
Igoe back of Miller, their imme- 
diate sponsor, threw fear into the 
ranks of Kinney and Brogan and 
it was apparent these two were 
faced with the fight of their politi- 
cal careers. 


In all the precincts of the two 
Senatorial districts there was a 
scurrying around of ward heelers 
to get voters on the books; they 
would be needed on primary day— 
the Kinney-Brogan-Dickmann fac- 
tion needed them, so gid the Igoe- 
Miller faction. And of course, the 
friends of Mayor Dickmann, and 
enemies, were not overlooking the 
other wards where votes were 
needed to elect city committee mem- 
bers friendly, or opposed, to the 
Mayor. 


registration had nothing to do with 
the presidential and general elec- 
tion to follow in November, as the 
law requires a complete new regis- 
tration for that election. 


Gossip at City Hall. 

There was a lot of city hall gos- 
sip about the Kinney-Miller fight. 
At one time after the June 18 reg- 
istration there was talk of a truce 


—that Miller might call off his can- 
didates. Strangely, this coincided 
with the gossip that Miller’s boys 
had not done so well in getting 
names on the books. The gossip 
subsided. 

On the side of Mayor Dickmann 
—and presumably his friends Kin- 
ney and Brogan are the benefi- 
ciaries—ig James A. Waechter, 
chairman of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, for years an 
active figure in Democratic poli- 
tics. Waechter is head of a law 
firm which has gathered in some 
business through the Pendergast- 
controlled State administration. 

Under the Dickmann administra- 
tion Waechter has been attorney 
for Collector William F. Baumann, 
and he has been special counsel 
for State Insurance Superintendent 
R. Emmet O’Malley in some phases 
of the Continental Life Insurance 
Co. litigation. 

The big fees in the Insurance 
Superintendent’s vast amount of 
litigation, however, have gone to 
the Kansas City law firm of James 
P. Aylward, Pendergast lieutenant 
and Democratic National Commit- 
teeman and chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. 

Waechter’s firm edged into the 
utility legal business, but not very 
profitably, when it represented the 
McKnab Oil & Gas Co., seeking a 
natural gas franchise. That fran- 
chise, if granted, would have put 
the holder in direct competition 
with the Laclede Gas Light Co., one 
of the largest public utility corpora- 
tions in the city. The franchise 
quest failed. 

The influence of politics over the 
distribution of big corporation legal 
business, particularly that of pub- 
lic utilities, is clearly a factor in 
the current political turmoil.

After four witnesses had testified 
for Mrs. O’Donnell and one in re 
buttal the hearing was recessed un- 
til tomorrow. Mrs. O’Donnell al- 
leges she has been the subject of 
constant police investigation and 
interference even though she has 
operated her place in compliance 
with the liquor laws. 

The city and the Excise Commis- 
sioner contend that the place is 
noisy, that it is frequented by bois- 
terous persons, and that, although 
Mrs. O'Donnell has a liquor license 
for her tavern at 814 North Kings- 
highway, she has none for the gar- 
den. No attempt, however, is be 
ing made to revoke the license for 
the tavern. 

Thomas S. Evans, manager of the 
garden, denied that there was any 
loud music from the place after 
hours or that the customers were 
boisterous. Three women who live 
in the neighborhood said the or- 
chestra’s music never bothered 
them.

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MAYOR DECLARES 
FOR PERMANENT 
REGISTRATION BILL 


Dickmann Announces That 
He Will Soon Name Bi- 
partisan Committee to 
Draft Proposal. 


TO BE SUBMITTED 
TO LEGISLATURE 


City Executive Recognizes 
Popular Demand for Re- 
form System and Says He 
Is in Favor of It. 


Investigation of registration 
frauds in every ward of the city 
produced another development yes- 
terday when Mayor Dickmann is- 
sued a statement saying he favored 
permanent registration of voters. 
He said he would appoint a bi- 
partisan committee in the near fu- 
ture to draft a permanent regis 
tration bill for St. Louis to be sub- 
mitted at the next session of the 
State Legislature. 

He said he knew that there had 
been “a popular demand” for per- 
manent registration for some time 
and that he would enlist the sup- 
port of those civic organizations 
which have previously urged this 
change, in the effort to have a bill 
put through the Legislature. 

Text of Statement. 

His statement follows: 

“There has been, for some time 
past, a popular demand for a per- 
manent registration law for St. 
Louis. I have always been in favor 
of permanent registration, but the 
difficulty has always been in draft- 
ing a bill that would be a practical 
one. It is my inteation, in the very 
near future, to appoint a bi-partisan 
committee of representative per- 


sons of experience to consider and 
draft a permanent registration bill 
for introduction at the next session 
of the State Legislature. 

“T am sure that in the drafting 
of such a bill the whole-hearted co- 
operation of the members of the 
Election Board, who, I feel, are as 
much interested as myself in the 
principle of permanent registration, 
can be depended upon. I know 
that all good citizens are for clean, 
honest elections and will co-oper- 
ate with me to the fullest extent 
in drafting the proper kind of a 
law that will be beneficial to all 
citizens of St. Louis.” 

Permanent registration has been 
advocated. editorially for many 
years by the Post-Dispatch and the 
demand for it has been carried to 


in Jefferson City by such organiza- 
tions as the League of Women 
Voters and the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce. The Post-Dispatch, in 
an editorial yesterday, again urged 
the adoption of it, especially in 
view of the present fraud dis- 
closures, pointing out that it is not 
only a safeguard against fraud, but 
also a great money-saver. 
St. Louis County Got It. 

St. Louis County obtained the 
passage of a permanent registra- 
tion bill at the 1935 legislative ses- 
sion. The bill will go into effect 
with the regular quadrennial reg- 
istration in September, making the 
county the first place in the state 
where this change will be made. 

There was another bill at the 
last session of the Legislature 


given St. Louis permanent registra- 
tion. It was actively opposed, how- 
ever, by Robert E. Hannegan, then 
chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee and the city’s lobbyist 
at the Capitol, by James A. Waech- 
ter and Charles L. Moore, chairman 
and secretary, respectively, of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
and it died in committee. 

At one of the committee hear- 
ings at which he spoke in opposition 
to the bill Waechter said: “The ar- 
gument has been made that per- 
manent registration would lessen 
the chances for fraudulent regis- 
tration. St. Louis, however, is as 
free from election frauds as any 
large city in the country. We had 
a grand jury spend three months in- 
vestigating registrations and elec- 
tions in St. Louis last year and aft- 
er the November election was over 
there wasn't a single complaint for 
fraud.”

Canvass Ought to Have Detected 


One Precinct 
Fraud That First 


Of 437 Names in the 


Ward, 142 Are of Persons Not Known, 
Moved Away or Dead.

A Post-Dispatch reporter went 
along with two canvassers yester- 
day to observe at first hand the 
operation of the Election Board's 
city-wide recanvass of the regis- 
tration for the primary election, in 
a typical residential precinct of the 
city. 

The precinct selected was the 
eighth of the Twentieth Ward, 
bounded on the north by Evans 
and Cozens avenues, on the south 
by Cook avenue, east by Spring ave- 
nue and west by Vandeventer ave- 
nue. 

During five hours of work, in 
which 437 of the 939 names of vot- 
ers on the “revised and corrected” 
list of the Election Board were 
checked, the canvassers struck 
from the list a total of 142 names, 
or 32.5 per cent of the number 
checked. Of those scratched it was 
established that not more than 25 
had moved or died since the can- 
vass by precinct clerks following 
the registration June 18. Hence, 
117, or 26.76 per cent of the num- 
ber checked, were names which 
should have been struck off in the 
first canvass. 

Results for the entire precinet, as 
reported by the canvassers today, 
showed that 333 of the 939 voters on 
the Election Board’s approved list, 
or 35.46 per cent, were not found at 
the addresses given. 

45 Unknowns, 41 Removals. 

Of the 142 names scratched yes- 
tetrday, 45 were of persons not 
known to present residents or 
neighbors, 41 had moved prior 
to the June 18 _ registration, 
eight had moved asince that 
time, nine had moved at a time not’ 
determined by the canvassers, six 
were at addresses vacated prior to 
the registration, seven at addresses 
vacated since the the registration, 
16 were names duplicated, three 
were of persons who died before 
the registration, two of persons 
who died since and five were names 
registered from addresses in ad- 
joining precincts. 

The Twentieth Ward, extending 
from Grand boulevard on the east 
to Taylor and Newstead avenues on 
the west and from St. Louis avenue 
on the north to Cook avenue and 
Page boulevard on the south, is the 
scene of hot squabble over Demo- 
cratic supremacy in the ward. John 
J. Dwyer and Mrs. Charlotte Cor- 
coran Lee are exerting every effort 
to oust from the Democratic City 
Committee James J. Gallagher and 
Miss Margaret Burke, anti-Dick- 
mannites seeking re-election Aug. 4. 

Dwyer and Mrs. Lee have admin- 
istration support. Gallagher has 
been on the outs with the Mayor's 
faction since he was ousted a year 
ago as clerk of the police courts. 
He is now employed in the office 
of Recorder of Deeds John P. En- 
glish, chairman of the Democratic 
City Committee. 

Mixed Residential Territory. 

The Eighth Precinct, entirely resi- 
dential, is of mixed character, the 
portion along Cook avenue and part 
of Spring avenue being occupied by 
Negroes, the remainder by whites. 
Most of the homes are old and 
many are rooming houses, occupied 
by the usual transient type of pop- 
ulation. The number of registered 
voters in the precinct, according to 
the Election Board’s “revised and 
corrected” list, is 939, an increase 
of just 200 over the registration 
prior to June 18. 

Canvassers assigned to the 
Eighth Precinct were Oscar Ulrich, 
1947 Warren avenue, and Elmer 
Schenk, 2821A North Eleventh 
street, Republican and Democratic 
election judges, respectively, for the 
Second Precinct of the Third Ward. 

Although they arrived at the Elec- 
tion Board office at 8 a. m., as in- 
structed, it was almost 1 p. m. be- 
fore they began work, due to con- 
fusion at the office growing out of 
the necessity of assigning can- 
vassers to wards other than their 
own. 

3700 and 3800 Blocks of Evans Ave. 

Once started, however, they made 
fairly rapid headway untjl late aft- 
ernoon, when they reached the 3700 
and 3800 blocks of Evans avenue. 
Here they were slowed down by the 
necessity of making out notices of 
challenge for the amazing number 
of phantom voters they found. In 
these two blocks, out of 283 names 
checked, 108 were scratched. 

The canvass had started on Cook 
avenue, a Negro district, and the 
workers had little difficulty in 
checking the 81 residents in the 
3700 and 3800 blocks. Only 12 names 
were scratched, six because of dup- ; 
lication. The same was generally 
true in the 1200 and 1400 blocks of 
North Spring avenue, where 11 of 
39 names were taken off the list. 

It was evident on both streets, 
that conscientious work on the part 
of the canvassers last month would 
have made yesterday's job un- 
necessary. 

At 3701 Evans avenue, Mrs. Sarah 
L. Doumont answered the bell and 
reeled off the names of 11 persons 
living in her medium-sized house; 
but there were 13 on the list—“Oh, 
yes, Mary Leahy—she works at the

The achievement which makes 
the collection outstanding was the 


development of 17 original hybrids, 
and the successful introduction of 
a small yellow lily into this coun- 
try, native to Africa, but grown 
here from a seed. The most impor- 
tant steps were the creation of a 
fixed white lily, “Mrs. George H. 
Pring,” in 1922, and of a yellow, the 
already famous “St. Louis,” in 1932. 
First Hybrid in Collection. 

First hybrid of the collection, 
“Castaliiflora,” a light pink, was 
Second in line 
was a blue, named “Mrs. Edwards 
Whitaker,” which was originated in 
1917 by crossing the pink “Cas- 
taliiflora” with a blue and white 
native African lily, also grown from 
seed at the Garden, The blue 
“Whitaker” was important, too, be- 
cause in repeated crosses with it, 
all colors were found to be reces- 
sive, and a pure albino was ob- 
tained, which led directly to the 
snowy white “Pring.” 

In turn, the significance of the 
fixed white cannot be overlooked, 
Superintendent Pring, who pro- 
duced the hybrids, explained, for 
after 246 pollinations with the 
white and the small yellow Afri- 
can lily, the yellow “St. -Louis .was 
obtained, whose antecedants are 
readily traceable back to the pink 
“Castaliiflora,” of 1913. 

This small yellow African lily 
that served as a parent for “St. 
Louis” was something of a mystery. 
For years hybridists had been 
searching for a yellow tropical lily 
that could be used for crossing. In 
1890, a German botanist sent a sec- 
tion of a dried yellow flower from 
Africa to the Berlin herbarium. It 
was designated Nymphaea ‘Stuhl- 
mannii, but was never rediscovered 
and came to be known as the “lost 
yellow lily.” 

Not the “Lost Yellow Lily.” 

When in 1929, Dr. George T. 
Moore, director of the Garden, ob- 
tained from B. D. Burtt, a botanist 


in the Tanganyika Territory, Afri- 
ca, a small seed pod, collected from

WISCONSIN MURDER VICTIM 
IDENTIFIED BY COMPANION 


Body Left in Culvert Is That of 
California Man Whose Car Was 
Found Monday. 


COLUMBUS, Wis., July 30.—The 
bullet-pierced body of a young. man 
found stuffed in a culvert near 
here was identified at a Coroner’s 
inquest yesterday as that of John

It 
is reasonable to assume that those 
responsible for the shocking pad- 
ding of registrations are the same 
forces that will oppose the Bar 
Association’s indorsed candidates. 

“I am very skeptical that any- 
thing like a substantial number 
of these ghost voters will be pre- 
vented from ‘voting’ and having 
their fraudulent ‘votes’ counted. It 
is up to the good citizen to offset 
this padding by voting, getting his 
friends and neighbors to vote and 
doing all possible to see that the 
honest votes are honestly counted.”

Business in the ighth Federal 
Reserve District during June and 
the first half of July resisted the 
deterrents of drouth and the usual 
seasonal slackening, maintaining 
activities at or close to the high 
levels of recent months, the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank said in 
its monthly review, issued today. 

In a majority of instances, the 
review said, increases were record- 


ed over the corresponding period a 
year ago. For the first half of 1936, 
production and distribution were at 
their best for any six-month period 
in the last five years. 

Outstanding factors in the six- 
month upward swing were listed in 
the review as follows: broadened 
building operations; sharp gains in 
production of durable goods, nota- 
bly lumber, quarry products, glass, 
cement and other building materi- 
als; increased demand for machin- 
ery, machine tools, farm equip- 
ment, drugs and chemicals, elec- 
trical goods, furniture and furnish- 
ings, motor vehicles, hardware, 
foods and textiles; notable improve- 
ment in the bituminous coal indus- 
try and marked expansion in most 
sections of the iron and steel indus- 
try. 

June Sales Volume. 

The June volume of sales in 
wholesaling and /jobbing _ lines 
showed somewhat less than \ the 
usual decline from May, the report 
noted, and contra-seasonal increases 
were recorded in several important 
classifications. With the excen-

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tion of clothing, all June totals ex- 
ceeded those of the same month 
in 1935. 

Dollar value of sales by manufac- 
turers and wholesalers increased 
6 of 1 per cent over the value in 
May and 24.8 per cent over that in 
June, 1935. 

Distribution through retail chan- 
nels was stimulated by extraor- 
dinary demand for summer goods 
and by the payment of the veterans’ 
bonus. The dollar volume of retail 
trade in June, as reflected by sales 
of department stores in principal 
cities of the district, was 6.2 per 
cent less than that in May but 12.5 
per cent above that for June last 
year. 

Owing to the continued drouth 
and abnormally high temperatures, 
agricultural prospects declined in 
June and the first part of July. 
Outlook for fruits and vegetables 
was the poorest in recent years, 
pastures were ruined over wide 
areas and livestock suffered from 
heat and lack of sufficient water. 
On the other hand the sharp up- 
turn in agricultural commodities 
aided some farmers, winter wheat 
turned out well and the condition 
of cotton was &bove average at this 
season. ' 

Freight Traffic. 

Freight traffic in the district, 
the report went on, reached new 
high levels for the year late in June 
and the volume was the largest for 
any like period since 1931. The St. 
Louis Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion ihterchanged 91,445 loads in 
June as compared with 88,616 in 
May and 77,999 in June, 1935. Pas- 
senger traffic increased about 25 
per cent over that in June last 
year, due to extraordinarily heavy 
vacation travel. 

Tonnage handled by the Federal 
Barge Line between St. Louis and 
New Orleans was 24 per cent less 
than tonnagein May but 14 per cent 
greater than that in June, 1935. 

Construction contracts let in the 
district during June totaled $26,236,- 
217, compared with $16,409,189 in 
May and $9,907,682 in June, 1935. 


Conditions by Industries. 

Conditions in individual industries 
during June were reported as fol- 
lows: 

Boots and Shoes.—Sales showed a 
contra-seasonal increase of 2.8 per 
cent over May sales, reaching the 
largest total for any June since 
1930. The increase over sales in 
June, 1935, was 29.5. per cent. 

Clothing—Sales declined in the 
usual seasonal amount from May 
to June and were 14 per cent un- 
der the volume in June last year. 

Drugs and Chemicals—For the 
twelfth consecutive month, sales 
showed an increase from the total 
in the corresponding period last 
year. The increase was 14 per cent 
but there was a decline of 8 of 1 
per cent from the volume in May. 

Dry Goods—Sales increased 30.9 
per cent over those in June, 1935, 
but the total was 4.3 per cent un- 
der that for the preceeding month. 

Electrical Supplies—Sales for the 
first six months this year were 
the largest for any similar period 
since 1924, when the records were 
begun. The month-to-month and 
yearly comparisons showed in- 
creases, respectively, of .9 of 1 per 
cent and 7.9 per cent. 

Flour Production. 

Flour—Production at the 12 lead- 
ing mills totaled 142,722 barrels 
against 178,866 in May and 169,519 
in June, 1935. 

Furniture—Increases of 88 and 
50.2 per cent, respectively, were re- 
ported in the menth-to-month and 
yearly comparison. Sales have 
moved upward steadily for 10 
months and for the first half of 
this year were the largest for any 
like period since pre-depression 
years. 

Groceries — Increases in sales 
over those of a month and a year 
earlier reflected general improve- 
ment in business and heavier pup 
chases of canned goods occasioned 
by reduced movement of fresh 
supplies incident to the drouth. The 
increases were 8 and 7.4 per cent, 
respectively. 

Hardware—Sales declined 22 per 
cent from those in May but were 
25.1 per cent higher than the tota) 
for June, 1935. 

. Iron and Steel—Unabated heavy 
_ Consumption was reflected at foun- 
dries, mills, machine and specialty 
shops in relatively higher rates of 


operation than usual at this time 
of year.

SEEN BY DE SOTO EXCAVATED 


May Have Been Settlement at 
Time of Columbus. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Exca- 
vation of the remains of a city 
built by prehistoric American In- 
dians has been completed by the 
Bureau of American Ethnology of 
the Smithsonian Institution. The 
town, once known as the “capital 
of the Kingdom of Anilco,” may 
have been one of the largest settle- 
ments east of the Mississippi River 
at the time Columbus discovered 
America, the Institute says. 

Winslow M. Walker, who began 
the excavation as a staff member 
of the bureau, said the “city,” near 
the modern town of Jonesville, 
Catahoula Parish, Louisiana, was 
at the height of its prosperity in 
1542 when it was seen by Hernando 
de Soto. A historian of the time, 
Garcilaso the Inca, set down from 
accounts of De Soto’s followers that 
“it is on the banks of a river wider 
than the Guadalquiver and has 
about 400 good houses, with a beau- 
tiful square in the middle.” 

In 1932 the mound, or eminence, 
was dug away to provide earth for 
highway fills near Troyville, and 
Walker began examining the foun- 
dations. He found that the Indian 
town of 1542 was only one stage 
of a succession extending into un- 
known antiquity with the original 
occupants possessing a culture re- 
sembling that of the mound build- 
ers of the Ohio Valley.

More than a hundred of the Amer- 
ican girls and boys—nearly one- 
third of the team—have been given 
medical treatment since arriving. 
The track and field athletes had 
the biggest aches and pains, inciud- 
ing 300-pound Jack Torrance’s sore 
shoulder. 

The men’s swimming and rowing 
squads and the women’s swimming 
and track teams have been -retard- 
ed in training by an assortment of 
ilinesses traceable to the bad weath- 


er. 

Women Swinimers Handicapped. 

Already minus the 1932 gold med- 
al winner, Eleanor Holm Jarrett, 
and lacking in Olympic experience, 
the women’s aquatic team has been 
handicapped further by the contin- 
ued indispositions of Lenore Kight 
Wingard, who has a cold, and Ann 
Govednik of Chisholm, Minn., who 
has an infected ear which has kept 
her out of the water.

BERLIN, July 30. — The “sold 
out” sign for all Olympic Games 
will be hung out by the time each 
event is scheduled, say optimistic 
German officials. 

The ticket victory would be com- 
plete now were it not for “those 
American sports of baseball and 
basketball,” for which a number of 
tickets and passes have been turned 
in from the foreign quota. 

The opening ceremony Saturday, 
all aquatic events and the track and 
field competition are sold out, as 
far as the Germans are concerned. 
With foreigners it's a different 
story. The dollar succeeds where 
the mark fails in getting tickets for 
the “sold out” events, if they are 
paid for in foreign exchange. 

If at the end the box offices still 
have tickets, the Nazi's mighty 
“power through joy” organization 
will take care of the remainder. 
This organization, which boasts 25,- 
000,000 members, has announced it 
will fill the city with 25,000 Olym- 
pic visitors daily. 

German officials figure the daily 
box office receipts at the Olympic 
Stadium will total $300,000. 

A campaign is under way to trace 
scalpers, who, apparently forming 
an extensive organization, have 
bought up many tickets for swim- 
ming, track and field and rowing, 
and are selling them at 100 per cent 
profit to Germans. 

The latter are barred from buy- 
Ing tickets returned from foreign

doing, never lose that pudgy look. 

The Middle-Age Spread. : 

Sharkey is not fat, but that 
youthful appearance is gone. The 
middle-age spread is beginning and 
his round face bulges a little under 
the chin. 

He has never been known as a 
man addicted to self-indulgence, so 
probably is in pretty good condi- 
tion physically, but whether he can 
harden himself properly to meet a 
man as strong, young and capable 
as Joe Louis remains to be seen. 

There is no doubt that he will 
prove a fine test for Louis if he 
can bring himself back to anything 
like top form, because he was rated 
as one of the best boxers among 
the heavyweights in recent years. 

In fact, critics, discussing the 
possibility of anyone beating Louis 
before the Schmeling fight, often 
said that Sharkey with his experi- 
ence and boxing ability might be 
the one to make Louis look silly, 
although none figured that he had 
the punch to stop Joe. 

Sharkey has little but contempt 
for the present crop of heavy- 
weights and maintains that he pre- 
dicted Schmeling would stop Louis, 
basing his opinion on the fact that 
Louis had not had enough experi- 
ence prior to his battle with 
Schmeling to cope with the Ger- 
man. 
Extra Hurdle for Louis. 

Leaning on his bar, after he had 
finished his workout, Sharkey dis- 
cussed his views of the coming 
match and expressed his opinion 
that he would be able to defeat 
Louis if for no other reason, Joe’s 
mental state. 

“He will be thinking TI am going 
to fight a man who beat the man 
who knocked me out’, that will work 
on him and that mental stfain is 
a serious matter,” said Sharkey. 

“Why did you begin your come- 
back in the first place, for money, 
for advertising or for fame?” he 
was asked. 

“I started my comeback for one 
purpose, but Schmeling beat me to 
it,” he replied. ‘I am not in finan- 
cial difficulties. I have a trust fund 
of $150,000 which I can never touch. 
so my three children are provided 
for. Then if I do beat Louis, I feel 
certain that I can win from either 
Jim Braddock or Max Schmeling, 
whoever holds the title at that time, 
and I will at least have the distinc- 
tion of having made a successful 
comeback.” 

From other sources, though, his 
manager, Johnny Buckley, «and 
from Boston newspaper men it was 
learned that Jack really did have 
other reasons. 

In the first place, according to 
Buckley, who is Jack's partner in 
the tavern, as well as his manager, 
he (Buckley) needs money, having 
suffered serious financial reverses. 
and Jack wants to help him out. 
And besides, the tavern, while pro- 
viding a small profit, would be 
helped by Jack's further ring activi- 
ties. 

The tavern is across the street 
from North Station and contains 
a bar a full block long requiring 
from seven to 11 bartenders at all 
times, but the class of trade ap- 
pears to be rather cheap, so per- 
haps Jack feels that a little adver- 
tising won't hurt it any.

Says What He Thinks. 


He contends that an unfavorable 
opinion was created about him by a 
story early in his career which 
branded ‘him the “Big I Man” and 
later the “Garrulous Gob,” etc. 

“But my only trouble has always 
been a desire to express my opin- 
ion the way I saw it,” he declared, 
“and I can’t help it. If you ask 
me a question I'll tell you what I 
think even if I know you won't like 
yg 

Then Sharkey has never gone in 
for the big parties which frequent- 
ly follow important matches. It has 
long been a byword in New York 
that after a bout, Jack would be in 
his automobile and traveling the 
Boston Post road toward his home 
in swanky Chestnut Hills, a suburb 
of Boston where he lives, with his 
wife and three children, two girls 
and a boy, Jackie Jr., who will be 
8 years old the night his father 
meets Louis. 

“And I have promised him Joe’s 
scalp for a birthday present,” he 
laughed. 

Sharkey readily admitted that he 
doesn’t go in for the celebrations 
but prefers a quiet gathering of a 
few friends at his home. 

Can’t Sleep After a Bout. 

“Usually after a bout in Boston, I 
go home and there are my wife and 
a few good friends,” he said. “We 
have a little to eat and a little to 
drink. Maybe they stay until 2 
o’clock or so. Then they go home 
and wife will ask me, ‘Are you 
going to sleep tonight?’ and I al- 
ways tell her, ‘No.’ Because I can’t 
sleep the night after a fight. My 
pulse pounds so that I just can’t 
rest. 

“So when she retires, I usually 
shave and dress and am standing 
out in front of the tavern reading 
the papers when it is opened. 

“That's the way it is with a fight- 
er. It is the toughest of all ath- 
letic games. It is hard to calm 
down. Some find their relaxation 
in different ways. Some drink them- 
selves silly after a fight, others run 
home to their families. And that 
has been my way. Not that I don’t 
like a drink, occasionally, for I do. 
In fact, now, in my training, I have 
found peace of mind that I have 
never had before because after a 
workout if I want a glass of beer, 
I drink it; if I want to smoke my 
pipe, 1 smoke it. Those things don’t 
hurt as long as you don’t overdo 
them and I take my training much 
better than I used to. 

“Formerly I was always on edge, 
there was always the handshaking 
and the trainer telling me this and 
telling me that. I have learned 
now how to train in the way which 
is best for myself. I used to try to 
do 15 miles of road work in the 
morning and come in all out of 
breath and humor. Now I do four 
miles a day, every day, until those 
four miles skip by so fast I hardly 
know it. 

“The result is I feel better, men- 
tally and physically, and so I believe 
that I will defeat Louis. Not that 
I am taking anything away from 
him. But in boxing as in any other 
business the inexperienced man, ex- 
cept in very rare instances, can’t 
do the job like an older hand.” 

Jack’s Comeback Progress. 

And so saying, Jack started for 
the automobile, parked outside his 
place, in which he rides home with 
his wife for dinner each evening. 

Boxing observers in Boston who 
have seen his four comeback bouts, 
declare that he has looked better 
with each successive effort and 
against Phil Brubaker, young Pa- 
cific Coast sensation, really fought 
one of the best fights of his life, 
although they say Brubaker was 
disappointing after all the advance 
notices about him. 

In that bout, Sharkey was on the 
floor early in the fight but got up 
to win, putting his experience to 
work in the latter stages. 

So the whole question of his 
meeting with Louis boils down to 
just how hard he will be trying to 
win. If he goes all out for it, the 
contest should provide the answer 
as to whether Joe has recovered 
from the shock of his defeat by 
Schmeling. If Jack is in there 
simply for the sizeable purse he is 
almost sure to receive, then the 
bout may mean nothing.

LONDON, July 30.—In the inter- 
ests of general European peace, 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
hinted yesterday, Great“Britain is 
willing to let pass without com- 
ment “minor affronts” such as Ger- 
man remilitarization of the Rhine- 
land, 

The question arose in Commons 
incident to reports Germany had 
refortified Helgoland, small German 
island in the North Sea, in viola- 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Britain’s anxiety, Eden made 


plain in replying to a question by 
Sir William Davison, was to obtain 
a major peace instrument for all 
of Europe at the proposed five- 
Power Locarno conference. 

Overlooking of “minor affronts” 
will be part and parcel of the Brit- 
ish-French policy as agreed upon 
at the recent tri-Power Locarno 
conversations here, it was authori- 
tatively stated, while replies are 
awaited from Germany and Italy 
to the five-Power parley invitations 
in September. 

The Helgoland question was de- 
scribed as a “peccadillo” and “one 
of the numerous side issues which 
have not been forgotten but which 
for the present must not be allowed 
to obstruct or impede the progress 
toward a major goal.” 

Both Britain and France, it was 
stated, are looking to the future 
and are ready to “bury the past.” 

Specifically, Eden told Davison, 
the Government did not intend to 
deal “separately” with the Helgo- 
land question, and that he hoped 
for a fresh effort for European 
peace “in which Germany would 
play a full part.” 

Because of its position, Helgoland, 
a tiny, crumbling island, is regard- 
ed as a North Sea Gibraltar. The 
remotest of the Frisian Islands is 
28 miles from the European main- 
land and commands the German 
harbors of Bremen, Hamburg and 
Cuxhaven, as well as the mouths 
of the Weser, Jade, Elbe and Eider 
rivers. It covers little more than 
a fifth of a square mile, but—be- 
cause of its fortifications and stra- 
tegic position—it played an impor- 
tant part in the World War. 

There, on Aug. 28, 1914, the Ger- 
man and British fleets met in one 
of the war’s major naval battles.

BLUM SAYS FRANCE MAY BE 

FORCED TO SELL SPAIN ARMS 
Premier Tells Senators He Doesn't 

Want to Be Surrounded 
by Dictatorships.

PARIS, July 30.—French Senators 
today said Premier Leon Blum had 
told the Foreign Affairs Committee 
France might be forced to aid the 
Spanish Government with arms lest 
France be “surrounded by dictator- 
ships.” 

The Premier was quoted, how- 
ever, as denying that any airplanes 
or arms had been supplied to the 
Spanish Government since the out- 
break of the insurrection. 

“We have made no deliveries up 
to now,” he was quoted as having 
said, “but we might be forced to 
do it because of dictatorships en- 
circling France on the east and 
south.” 

Two squadrons planes, one 
French, the other British, were 
grounded at French airports while 
Blum’s government debated wheth- 
ler to permit them to proceed to 
Spain.

 N his letter to the Post-Dispatch of July 

123, Henry Ware Allen denounces the 
present administration for stirring up 
class feeling between labor and capital. 
It is apparent, however, that Mr. Allen 
does not see the difference between incit- 
ing emotions of class hatred and uphold- 
ing the legal right of labor to organize 
and bargain collectively with its em- 
ployers. Such rights are fundamental] to 
our democracy and to our economic sys- 
tem, which is based upon competition, 
contract and the sanctity of private prop- 
erty. To avoid tyranny, exploitation and 
maintain a decent standard of living, the 
monopoly power and collective will of 
capital should be met by the collective will 
and power of organized labor. Only in 
this manner can an equality of bargaining 
power, and the American system of 
checks and balances, be maintained in 
the field of economic enterprise. The 
right to organize for mutual defense of 
economic interests is not the exclusive 
privilege of capital, Labor has the same 
right. 

Mr. Allen repeats once more the trite 
saying that this country is governed by 
laws and not by men. But men make the 
laws. The economic interests that domi- 
nate industry and finance also influence 
the trend of legislation. Mr. Allen him- 
self shows, by quoting the late Democratic 
Congressman Tom L. Johnson, how mo- 
nopoly interests in the steel business have 
‘taken advantage of the bad laws which 
have been put on the statute books. Mr. 
Allen advises the repeal of such laws. It 
would be more expedient to advocate a 
strict Federal control of monopolies.

SEVEN DAYS. 

“It looks like the same old Republican propaganda.” 
So said James A. Waechter, chairman of the Elec- 
tion Board, to the Post-Dispatch when confronted 
with this newspaper's first disclosures of registration 
fraud, July 22. He complained also that the 
Post-Dispatch had “seen fit to print the matter before 
telling the board about it.” As he was engaged in a 
lawsuit—private business—he said he might not get 
around to consulting the board's records—the people's 
business—for several days. 

Mr. Waechter’s snail-like movements could not set 
the pace for the investigation. The Post-Dispatch 
continued daily to report instances of fraud, and 
daily the chairman's position became more untenable. 

The third day, Mr. Waechter conducted a meeting 
of the Election Board, after which he announced that 
the board wonld investigate registration padding “if 
the newspapers or anyone else will submit affidavits 
concerning such alleged fraud.” Se 

On the fourth day, the chairman reported that the 
board was ready to proceed with a partial investiga- 
tion; that is, an investigation of only those cases cited 
by the Post-Dispatch or called to the attention of the 
board through some other agency. The sixth day 
found the Election Board addressed by Gov. Park, 
who directed immediate action to “purge the list of 
fraudulent names.” 

Notwithstanding this, the chairman still opposed 
a complete re-canvass. Then came the seventh day 
and the showing by the Post-Dispatch that there was 
crookedness in every one of the city’s 28 wards. With 
that, Mr. Waechter’s stubborn front collapsed. He 
met with the board and the result was the announce- 
ment that a general re-canvass would be conducted. 
The steady piling up of facts had forced the Election 
Board to do its duty. | 

It is true the Post-Dispatch did not furnish the Elec- 
tion Board with affidavits. We pointed out that affi- 
davits were not necessary to an investigation. 
Furthermore, we could have no confidence in the 
board. The board had forfeited its claim to confi- 
dence by temporizing with a situation that plainly 
called for immediate and drastic action. The very 
existence of fraud, and thé fact that it had to be 
disclosed by a newspaper instead of the official 
agency set up to supervise elections and keep them 
clean, were sufficient reasons for doubting the board’s 
intention to do its duty. 

To have furnished the board with affidavits, when 
it was opposing a thorough re-canvass, would have 
been to sanction and to participate in a deceptive 
gesture. The June 18 registration, according to the 
board’s own figures, showed 394,774 St. Louisans eligi- 
ble to vote in the primary.

AN EXPERT ON PERMANENT REGISTRATION. 

We reprint on this page today a passage on perma- 
nent registration as a fraud preventive, from “Regis- 
tration of Voters in the United States,” the standard 
work on the subject, by Dr. Joseph P. Harris. Dr. 
Harris is a specialist on registration systems. His 
conclusions as to the best method of checking fraud 
are of special pertinence to St. Louisans at this time, 
when widespread false registrations have been dis- 
closed in every one of the city’s 28 wards. 

Dr. Harris published his book in 1929, through 
the Brookings Institution. It is the result of long 
preliminary study, followed by 15 months in the field, 
in the course of which he visited 30 states, including 
virtually every large city in the country. His survey 
was made possible by a grant from the Social Science 
Research Council, when Dr. Harris was associate pro- 
fessor of political science at the University of Wiscon- 
sin. At present, he is professor of political science at 
the University of Washington. 

What this recognized authority has to say about the 
fraud-preventing value of permanent registration 
merits reading by every citizen who is concerned over 
the issue of having clean elections in St. Louis. His 
position is reinforced by the record of permanent- 
registration cities, which have been notably free of 
election scandals as a result: of using this sensible, 
economical and virtually fraud-proof system. 
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MR. VILLARD NODS.

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AMERICANS IN SPAIN. 

None of the 1582 Americans in war-ravaged Spain 
has suffered harm, according to advices from that 
country., Many have been enabled to leave Spain, 
and 148 more plan to leave soon on a special train 
from Madrid, bound for a port where they will board 
a@ naval vessel. For these life-saving measures, the 
.redit goes to Washington authorities and to Ambas- 
sador Claude G. Bowers and other American represen- 
tatives in Spain. 

Mr. Bowers, after being shut off for several days 
from contact with his official duties and with the out- 
side world when San Sebastian was besieged early in 
the revolt, succeeded in leaving that city and plunged 
into the task of getting Americans out of the country. 
He has now established headquarters on the coast 
guard cutter Cayuga, an effective means of maintain- 
ing both mobility and contacts. The Navy Depart- 
ment immediately sent two vessels into Spanish wa- 
ters to rescue besieged nationals. 

The American Government’s course is an eminently 
proper one, in no way conflicting with the announced 
policy of non-interference. There was no time to 
warn Americans to leave the country before hostili- 
ties began, so it became the Government’s duty to do 
its utmost to provide safe passage. Mr. Bowers faced 
a difficult task, considering the chaotic conditions, 
and is doing his part well in rescuing fellow country- 
men from their peril.

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RUSSIA’S AIR EXPLOIT. 

Russia’s official press, acclaiming the 6858-mile 
non-stop airplane flight by Soviet pilots from Moscow 
to a point in Eastern Siberia, says the performance 
“will confuse our enemies,” that it will be a lesson to 
the world on how successfully Russia has built up 
her aviation. That is, other nations are invited to 
imagine that war is on, and the Russian flyers had 
not remained within their own country’s domain. 

So regarding the exploit, it can readily be seen on 
a map that flights of similar distance in other direc- 
tions would have brought the plane to the neigh- 
borhood of Capetown, or almost to Halifax, or to a 
point in the Atlantic Ocean not far from the mouth 
of the Amazon. On the map of Europe, Gibraltar is 
2400 miles from Moscow as the bombing plane flies, 
close enough for a round-trip non-stop flight by the 
Russian craft. From Moscow to Berlin by air is 1000 
miles, to Vienna 1050 miles, to Rome 1500 miles, to 
London 1550. A non-stop bombing trip to any of 
those capitals thus is within the bounds of possi- 
bility. 

However, Russia has no monopoly on long-distance 
flying. As aviation progresses, distances are dimin- 
ishing not only between Moscow and Rome or Berlin, 
for instance, but between Rome or Berlin and Moscow. 
Each of the arming nations can work ruin upon its 
enemies, if war breaks out, and each must expect 
ruin to be wrought within its own borders. As Col. 
Lindbergh pointed out the other day in Berlin, “air 
progress has abolished defense.” It is a situation that 
should strike fear not only into Russia’s enemies but 
into all the nations. Unless they settle their differ- 
ences, those fears may some day be realized.

HERE is a widespread movement for 
T permanent registration, primarily due to 

the desire to make the voting process 
more convenient. The following statement, 
made to the author by one of the best-in- 
formed men on election matters on the Pa- 
cific coast, tersely states the case for per- 
manent registration: 

“Why should I be required to register 
every year or so? Is there any more reason 
for it .han there would be in requiring me 
to go down to the postoffice every year to 
tell the postmaster that I still reside at the 
same address, and still want my mail deliv- 
ered to that address?” 

The merits of permanent registration are 
obvious. It saves the voter the trouble of 
having to register frequently, and also sub- 
stantially reduces the cost of registration to 
the taxpayer. Under all systems of perma- 
nent registration, the voter remains regis- 
tered as long as he continues to reside at the 
same address, and under some permanent 
systems, provision is made for transfers, 
whereby the voter need register only once as 
long as he continues to reside in the same 
city or county. 

In Boston, the transfers are made upon 
the basis of the police listing of all adults 
and without any bother at all to the voter, 
while in Milwaukee, Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, the voter may transfer his registration 
by sending to the election office a signed re- 
quest, Permanent registration, with a good 
method of transfer, involves a minimum of 
trouble to the electorate. 

The low cost of permanent registration in 
comparison with periodic systems is par- 
ticularly noticeable. 

+ + . 

We come now to the last factor: that of 
effectiveness in preventing fraudulent vot- 
ing. It should be noted at the outset that 
the principal argument against permanent 
registration is raised upon the ground that 
it will lead to voting frauds, and, curiously 
enough, is voiced by the party machines of 
Philadelphia, New York City, Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland. Three of these cities under exist- 
ing annual or biennial systems haye the 
worst voting frauds to be found in the en 
tire country. 

The political machines in these ¢ities have 
never been scrupulous about election frauds 
heretofore, but have consistently fought reg- 
istration bills to prevent frauds. Their pre- 
tensions of concern about the danger of 
frauds should not be taken seriously. They 
have found that the present cumbersome and 
expensive registration systems yield a large 
harvest of precinct jobs and deter inde- 
pendent voting. 

The danger of fraudulent voting under per- 
manent systems arises from the possibility 
that the names of electors who have died 
or moved away may be carried on the books 
for years afterward and be voted by “re- 
peaters” or by corrupt election officers. 
Whether permanent registration is more sus- 
ceptible to fraud than periodic registration is 
determined by the effectiveness with which 
the lists may be purged. 

As a matter of fact, cities with permanent 
registration, such as Milwaukee, Boston, 
Omaha, Denver, Portland, Ore., Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, have the cleanest lists to be 
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found anywhere. No difficulty is encoun- 
tered in correcting the lists if proper meth- 
ods are used. The strongest argument for 
permanent registration is its successful op- 
eration in various states, including a number 
of large cities, Regardless of theories and 
opinions on the matter, it results in little or 
no fraudulent voting. This affords a strik- 
ing contrast to the gross registration and 
voting frauds recently brought to light in 
Philadelphia and Chicago. 

Those who oppose permanent registration 
on the ground that the lists will not be thor- 
oughly purged usually assume that the purg- 
ing will be done by precinct officers, and 
hence done very inefficiently and sometimes 
not at all. No large city with permanent 
registration relies upon precinct officers to 
revise the lists; it is done at the central of- 
fice by responsible clerks, under the direc- 
tion of the chief registration officers. Much 
of the argument against permanent registra- 
tion is made by persons who are familiar 
with the old type, and who do not-or cannot 
visualize a different system. , 

° * . 

It is sometimes said that permanent regis- 
tration is adapted to rural sections and small 
cities, but is not suited for a large city with 
its mobile population. The success of per- 
manent registration in Boston, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and other large cities proves 
that this position is untenable. The mobility 
of population and the size of a city has lit- 
tle effect upon the operation of permanent 
registration, provided there is a sound trans- 
fer procedure. The problem of revising the 
lists is somewhat simpler in rural sections 
and small cities, but there is nothing inher- 
ent in permanent registration which makes 
it unsuited to large cities. 

Permanent registration is the most recent 
outstanding development in election admin- 
istration. It is likely to spread throughout 
the country as rapidly as did the Australian 
ballot. It is by far the most economical 
type. It is convenient to the voter, since it 
keeps him registered for life, or for as long 
as he continues to reside within the same 
city. The largest cities with permanent reg- 
istration are practically free from election 
frauds. Finally, it results in from 10 to 15 
per cent higher registration than periodic 
systems, and, therefore, is a very practicable 
administrative step which can be taken to 
increase popular participation in elections,

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MAID ADMITS KILLING 
EMPLOYER'S BABY 


Says Man at Greensburg, Pa., 
Forced Her to Adminis- 
ter Poison, 


By the Associated Press. 

GREENSBURG, Pa., July 0.— 
State Police Capt. Jacob C. Mauk 
announced today a housemaid had 
admitted feeding poison to her em- 
ployer’s 14-day-old-baby, causing its 
death. 

Mauk said he would file infor- 
mations charging murder against 
Mrs. Jessie Hankey, 25 years old, 
and the father, Kenneth Wagner, 
20-year-old aluminum worker, who 
has two other children. 

Mrs. Hankey's signed confession 
accuses Wagner of forcing her to 
give the poison, Mauk said. He 
quoted her: 

“He-told me, I am going down- 
town and I want you to get rid of 
that baby. If you don't I'll get you. 
You don't have to feed it much 
poison—just a few grains. If any- 
thing develops, blame my wife,” 

That, she said, was last Saturday 
The baby died later that day, short- 
ly after Wagner took it to a hos- 
pital. 

Mauk said Mrs. Hankey told him 
she was estranged from her hus- 
band, Raymond Hankey, 29-year- 
old WPA worker living at Nanti- 
coke, near Wilkes-Barre, Pa. The 
Hankeys have a four-year old son. 


RIO GRANDE RAIL LINE 
PROPOSES CONSOLIDATION 


Asks ICC for Permission to Join 
With Other Roads in 
West. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—A re- 
organization plan was filed yester- 
day with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission by the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western Railroad Co. 

The company proposed to consoli- 
date with the Denver & Salt Lake 
Western Railroad Co., the Denver 
& Salt Lake Railroad Co., the Rio 
Grande Junction Railroad Co. and 
_ the Goshen Valley Railroad Co., a 
short branch line in Utah. 

Annual fixed interest charges 
would be reduced from $5,749,586 to 


/ ~$2,858,445, the road’s petition said. 


The railroad offered new 4 per 
cent refunding bonds to meet its 
$10,691,850 debt to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. The debt 
to the RFC includes money bor- 
rowed for the acquisition of the 
Denver & Salt Lake Co. and for 
the construction of the Denver & 
Salt Lake Western. 

In return for 100 per cent cover- 
age of its debt to the RFC, the rail- 
road suggested that the Govern- 
ment agency should agree to un- 
derwrite the refunding of $1,500,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds and §$9,- 
734,000 of 6 per cent bonds of the 
Denver & Salt Lake Co., which are 
outstanding. 

The Denver & Rio Grande West- 
ern is owned jointly by the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Co. and the West- 
ern Pacific Railroad Corporation. 
Under the proposed plan, these two 
shareholders would receive 100,000 
shares of new common stock for 
every 150,000 shares of the old com- 
mon stock which they now hold.

CITY GETS MACHINE TO PAINT 


CENTER LINES ON STREETS 


Does as Much in 7-Hour Day as 
Five Men Could Do by 
Hand in Year. 

A machine that will paint white 
center lines on streets at the rate 
of one mile in eight minutes, in 
contrast to the old hand-painting 
method which took five painters 
one week to paint one mile of line, 
has been put in operation by the 
Department of Streets and Sewers. 
In other words, employing a crew 
of only two men, it will paint 52 
miles of line in one seven-hour day, 
work that would employ five paint- 
ers a solid year if done by hand. 
On the other hand, Director 
Frank J. McDevitt pointed out, the 
department will now paint center 
lines on every major street and 
boulevard in the city, something 
which would be impossible to do by 
hand painting under the present 
budget—no center line painting was 
done last year because of a cut in 
his department's budget. That is, 
the machine is not throwing men 
out of work because the work 
would not be done on a large scale 
if it were not for the cheapness 

of the machine method. 

Cross-walks will still have to be 
painted by hand. The machine, de- 
vised by the department, is a truck 
carrying tanks of paint which flows 
to the street through a hose with a 
flat nozzle touching the paving. 

To lessen the danger of automo-

biles crashing into concrete zones 
installed in the center of the street 
at some intersections, the center- 
lines will be split about 50 feet in 
front of the cones, going around 
them in a V shape, McDevitt said.

HIS is midsummer and the jam, 

jelly and preserve season is at 

its peak, «Currants, cherries, 
plums, blueberries, blackberries, in 
fact every fruit that comes into the 
market may be made into a de- 
licious jelly. 

If you happen to have access to 
wild cherries or plums, by all means 
get some to add to your collection. 
There is a tart quality that the 
tame fruits do not have and this is 
especially good where you want to 
serve something that is slightly dif- 
ferent. 


Adding spices to jelly gives a new 
flavor. Be sure to use the whole 
spices and cook them wih the fruit 
before it is strained. Spices left in 
ithe jelly when the sugar is added 
‘are apt to cause ferment, 
Wild Cherry Jelly. e 
Three cups (one and a half 
pounds) juice 
Six and a half cups (two and 
three-fourths pounds) sugar 
One bottle fruit pectin 
To prepare juice, steam about 
three pounds fully ripe cherries. 
Add three cups water. Bring to a 
boil, cover, and simmer 15 minutes. 
Place fruit in jelly cloth or bag and 
squeeze out juice. (For strong 
cherry pit flavor, add four table- 
spoons crushed pits during simmer- 
ing, or one-fourth teaspoon almond 
extract before pouring hot jelly.)

Bring toa 
boil over hottest fire and at once 
add bottled fruit pectin, stirring 
constantly.

Cool Foods Important. 

Cool food that is simple and 
served without much fuss is an im- 
portant factor in summer entertain- 
ing. Begin your meal with a chilled 
tomato or fruit juice cocktail, an 
appetizer salad or jellied bouillon 
which can now be purchased in 
cans.

'and allow to brown on the second 
side. When done, arrange the'| 
| skewers on a hot platter and serve | 
| immediately.

Adequate Preparation 


Containers Must Seal Air-Tight If Open 
Kettle, Hot or Cold Pack Methods 
Are To Be Successful. 


SECOND ARTICLE. 

Last week's article on Home 
Canning discussed the various safe 
methods for putting away the sum- 
mer crop of fruits and vegetables 
safely. Canned foods spoil because 
they have not been sufficiently 
processed to kill all bacteria and 
this can only be done by the appli- 
cation of heat. 

Containers for canned products 
are very important. There isn't a 
housewife alive who doesn’t take 
pardonable pride in a tidy array of 
neatly packed containers. The eye 
appeal is one thing about contain- 
ers but in addition they must be 
the kind that can be sealed airtight 
to prevent the entrance of air 
which contains bacteria, yeasts and 
molds. :

popular containers used for home 
canning. By purchasing new rub- 
bers and in some cases new tops, 
they may be used season after sea- 
son. The old standby of our moth- 
ers was a jar with a metal screw 
cap which was porcelain lined. 
Many housewives still use this type 
of jar with very good results since 
the screw caps may always be re- 
placed when needed. 


A variation of this screw-cap type 
has a metal top held in place by a 
metal collar or ring which screws 
down over it. This collar should be 
made of non-corroding metal be- 
cause it is difficult to remove when 
corroded. When these jars are re- 
moved from the canner the metal 
rings should be dried carefully and 
tightened before the jars are put 
away. The seal on this type of top 
is formed by a rubber ring or spe- 
cial composition gasket. 

In the wire-clamp, glass-top jars 
the cover is a glass disk which fits 
down onto the rubber ring and is 
held in place by a wire clamp. This 
type of lid is easily cleaned an4 
sterilized and if handled with care 


will last as long as the jar. The 
jar is easily sealed and can be 
opened with little difficulty. Only 
the rubbers need to be renewed. 

The automatic seal jar has a lac- 
quered metal top. There is a groove 
around the under surface filled with 
a hard, waxlike compound which 
softens when heated and adheres 
to the glass. During the processing 
period the top is held in place by 
a metal spring or clamp which al- 
lows the air to escape while hold- 
ing the top on the jar. When the 
steam condenses no air is drawn in 
and a vacuum seal is formed. As 
the jar cools the special compound 
hardens, making the seal more 
complete. A new lid is required 
each time the jar is used. 

Rubber Ring Important. 


An important factor in the use 
of glass jars is the rubber ring, 
which should be of good quality if 
it is to withstand the temperature 
of processing. The simplest test is 
to double the ring together and 
press the fold with the finger. The 
rubber should not crack. Another 
test ig stretching the ring to twice 
its length. It should return without 
a change of shape. 

Tin cans and containers are often 
used for home canning. They have 
a certain advantage over glass as 
there is no breakage. Tin cans heat 
through more quickly and may be 
plunged into cold water immediate- 
ly after processing. This rapid cool- 
ing checks the cooking and pro- 
duces a more desirable product. 
The larger opening makes it easier 
to pack products in cans than it 
does in jars, 

The cap-and-hole can is much 
wax-sealed

The part of 
the cover which comes in contact 
with the upper edge of the can is 
coated with a compound or fitted 
with a rubber composition film 
that makes a seal when the cover 
is crimped on. 


When tin cans are used for home 
canning those with enamel linings 
are recommended for canning cer- 
tain products, Foods containing 
the red anthocyan pigments lose 
their color when heated in contact 
with tin. The special enamel lining 
is used to prevent this reaction.

Air containing micro-organ- 
isms may easily be incorporated 
when the jars are filled this way 
If they are sealed while boiling hot 
this danger is partly avoided. 
Cold Pack Method. 

The term “cold pack” is applied 
to the method in which material is 
packed cold into containers 
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a greater length of time for the 
heat to reach the center of the food 
in the jar or can. There is some- 
times a greater shrinkage of food 
in using this process. 

In the hot pack method a short 
pre-cooking of the material is re- 
quired. This means heating the ma- 
terial in a minimum quantity of 
liquid until it boils. It is filled into 
the container boiling hot and pro- 
cessed immediately. Containers 
packed in this way may be sealed 
without the usual exhaust and the 
time required for the material to 
reach the temperature of the can- 
ner is decreased in containers of 
all sizea. 

Safe canning requires careful at- 
tention to every step in the process. 
Only clean, sound and fresh fruits 
and vegetables should be used. The 
rule that should be followed wher- 
ever possible is “Two hours from 
garden to can.” Material should 
be canned the same day it is gath- 
ered. If it must be held over any 
which shows decay, bruises or im- 
perfections should be discarded, The 
remainder should be kept in a cool 
place in small lots and adequately 
ventilated. 

Grade Material for Size. 

Material should be graded for 
size and same degree of ripeness if 
a uniform product is desired. Wash 
until every trace of the soi] has 
been removed. The most dangerous 
bacteria and those most difficult to 
kill are in the soil. A wire basket 
is a great help. See to it that it is 
not overloaded and lift the material 
out of the water rather than pour 
off the water. 

Where great quantities of peaches 
or apricots are to be peeled lye is 
often used. It is not recommended, 
since lye is a caustic and many se- 
rious accidents have resulted from 
having it about and not rinsing the 
food with sufficient care. 

Fruit and tomatoes may be pre- 
cooked or not, as desired. Non-acid 
vegetables should be pre-cooked to 
remove air, to shrink them and to 
facilitate packing and to make it 
possible to pack them at boiling 
temperature. 

While the material is being pre-

Pack material in jars or cans. If 
it has been pre-cooked, work quick- 
ly so that it does not cool. Fill the 
containers to within one-half inch of 
the top with a sufficient proportion 
of liquids and solids to make a 
denee pack.

added to the pre-cooked vegetables 
to make up a lack of liquid./ Salt 
should be added to all vegetables re- 
quiring it. Boiling syrup should be 
added to all fruits packed cold. 

Prepare Syrup in Advance. 

When canning fruits a syrup 
should be prepared in advance. The 
degree of concentration of syrup 
recommended for different fruits 
varies, It is. known as thin, me- 
dium and thick or heavy syrup. 

One cup of sugar to three cups of 
water for thin syrup. 


One cup of sugar to two cups of 
water for medium syrup. 

Equal quantities of sugar and wa- 
ter for heavy syrup. 

The sugar and water are heated, 
stirring all the while until the 
sugar is dissolved. The syrup is 
then brought to a boil. Fruit juices 
may be substituted for the water in 
the syrup to improve the flavor.

FTE CROP DECLINE 
IN MOST OF MISSOURI 


Current Hot Spell Worst on) 
Record As Regards Dryness 
and Temperature. 


Drouth and heat in the present 
dry spell exceed those of the cor- 
reaponding period of 19%. accord- 
ing to the Missouri Weather and 
Crop Mulletin of the U. 8. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Weather Bu- 
reau for the week ended Tuesday. 

“No relief from the drouth and 
heat came until the last day,” the 
bulletin reads, “and then rain oc- 
curred only locally in a few coun- 
ties of the northern part of the 
Btate, principally in the northwes- 
ern section. The net result of the 
week was further decline in crop | 
conditions almost generally, except 
in the lower southeastern counties, | 
where conditions are reported still 
good. Both drouth and heat in vend 
spell now slightly exceed the rec- 
ord-breaking spell f 1934 at corre: | 
sponding date. In 1934 the average 
rainfall for the State, April 1 to) 
July 24, was 48 per cent of normal; 
this year, on July 28, the rainfall 
since April 1 to 45 ,er cent of nor 
mal. 

“So far in July, 1936, temperatures. 
of 100 degrees or higher have oc- 
curred on a considerably greater 
number of days than for any month 
in past records, and the average | 
temperature for the first 27 days 
has been slightly higher than in 
the previous outstanding hot 
months, viz., July, 1901 and July, 
1934. Judged from deficiency of 
rainfall and excess of heat, the. 
present spell is the worst of rec: | ¢ 
ord; however, it is a question | 
whether the average condition of | 
corn is worse than in 1934, at th is| 
date, due to the fact that this wt | 
son the planting and cultivation of 
corn proceeded in excellent manner 
in point of timeliness and thorough- 
ness, probably more so than in 1934. | 

“The condition of corn is _ still | 
good in some lower southeastern 
counties, while elsewhere it ranges 
from poor to almost complete fail- 
ure, but with still a chance for de- 
cided improvement in some bottom 
lands if good rains come within the 
next week. Grasshoppers have done 
great damage in western and north- 
ern sections. Many farmers are 
cutting their corn and using it for 
stock feed. 

“Pastures are burned out except 
a few spots in bottoms or shaded 
places. Soybeans are very poor or 
dying. Alfalfa is making no third 
cutting except in lower southeastern 
counties. In many localities the 
water supply is extremely low, with 
some reporting the lowest ever 


known. Some trees are dying.”

FOR ATLANTIC AIR SERVICE 


Exchange Agreement Between U. 

S. and Great Britain Included 

in Arrangements. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 30.—The goal of 
regular Trans-Atlantic air plane 
passenger service, long envisioned 
by transport companies on both 
sides of the ocean, was a step closer 
today with announcement of a plan 
for mutual exchange of landing fa- 
cilities by Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Sir Philip Sassoon, under secre- 
tary for air, told the House of Com- 
mons the exchange agreement was 
contained in details of the projected 
trans-oceanic service being studied 
by both governments. It was in- 
dicated the landing facilities plan 
had been approved by the British 
Government. 

Sassoon disclosed a joint operat- 
ing company will be incorporated 
here at the instance of three com- 
panies, nominated by the govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom, the 
Irish Free State and Canada. The 
United Kingdom will nominate Im- 
perial Airways, which for years has 
flown regularly between the British 
Isles, the European continent and 
India. 

In return for landing facilities 
granted by the United States, Pan 
American Airways, a United States 
company, will be granted similar 
facilities in the United Kingdom, 
Canada, Newfoundland and = the 
Irish Free State. 


HELD IN NEW YORK, ACCUSED 
OF PEDDLING DILLINGER LOOT 


Twenty $1000 Bonds Taken By 
Gang in 1933 Are Found in 
Man’s Room. 

NEW YORK, July 30.—Arrested 
during an attempt to pawn $3000 
worth of jewelry in the Bowery, 
Albert Montlake, 34 years old, Chi- 
cago, was held here today as a fu- 
gitive from justice and police said 
20 $1000 bonds found in his room 
were loot from a bank raided by 

Dillinger gangsters. 

Detective George McNulty said 
Montlake was attemptin to dispose 
of the bonds, stolen from the Ameri- 
can Bank & Trust Co., Racine, 
Wis., on Nov. 20, 1933. The robbers 
got $27,000 in cash and $30,000 in se- 
curities from the bank, and shot a 
bank employe and a policeman. 

McNulty said Montlake told po- 
lice he was in the jewelry busi- 
ness with an office in Chicago, and 
that he made monthly trips to New 
York to buy and sell jewelry. 

McNulty had trailed Montlake to 
a pawnshop and arrested him on 
suspicion the jewelry was stolen. 
Discovery of the bonds in Mont- 
lake’s room led to inquiries by New 
York police to Midwestern authori- 
ties and the resultant lodging of a 
fugitive charge. 

Seventeen postal savings bonds, 
valued at $6275, loot from’ the 
Braidwood (Ill.) Postoffice robbery 
last May 22, and 17 Liberty Loan 
bonds also were found, police said. 


LAKE BOAT SINKING FAULT 
OF CAPTAIN, OFFICIAL SAYS 


Federal Investigator Thinks Failure 
to Order Hatches Battened 
Down Caused Disaster. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 30.—Capt. Wil- 
liam Nicholas, one of the Federal 
officials conducting the investiga- 
tion into the sinking yesterday of 
the gravel barge Material Service, 
with the loss of 15 lives, said today 
that in his opinion the fault of the 
disaster “lies with Capt. Charles 
D. Brown for failure to order the 
hatches battened down.” 

After hearing three witnesses at 
the Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation inquiry, Capt. Nich- 
olas said he thougnt the sinking 
of the vessel was caused by water 
going down the hatches. 

Capt. Brown was believed to have 
gone down with his ship in Lake 
Michigan, two miles out from the 
llinois-Indiana border. 

Capt. Nicholas said that witnesses 
testified the tarpaulins were not 
fastened over the hatches and 
water could have leaked into the 
boat through the steel plate 
covers. , 

The sinking was so sudden that 
it was impossible to warn seamen 
asleep below deck, First Mate John 
M. Johnson, one of the seven sur- 
vivors, told investigators.

Kay Dickey of St. Louis Also Writes the Lyrics for Her Compositions. 


By Dorothy Coleman. 


AY DICKEY used to play a trombone 


“just because they needed one.” The 
other night, on a hotel roof, she danced 
with her husband, W. T. Dickey Jr., to 
one of her own tunes, arranged for or- 
chestra by the band leader, Bob Chester. 

It was the first time she had heard “By 
Candlelight” played on anything but her 
own piano. That moment is supposed to 
be supreme in a young composer’s ca- 
reer, but either from shyness or too much 
emotion she could only utter a “Thank 
you” over the loud speakers after the ap- 
plause subsided. 

It was really a three-star evening for 
Kay (Kathleen) Dickey. It was her hus- 
band’s birthday, which she was celebrat- 
ing with a party of friends. It was for 
her the premiere audition of her brain- 
child in orchestrated form, though Chester 
has played it before over a national hook- 
up from the Syracuse Hotel. And it was 
a year to the day from the Dickeys’ first 
meeting with the handsome band leader 
when they were vacationing on Oneida 
Lake and he and his 10 boys were playing 
in Syracuse, N. Y. 

The composer has copyrighted “By Can- 
dlelight,” for which she also wrote the 
lyric, but is in no hurry to find a pub- 
lisher until it has been heard more gen- 
erally. Chester repeated the number a 
second time Monday evening, and in- 
cluded it in his half-hour broadcast of 
dance music from the roof both Tuesday 
and Wednesday nights. It wasn’t easy to 
get permission to play an unpublished 
piece, either, because of the music war 
now raging between Warner Bros, and 
the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers.

RS DICKEY has copyrighted two 
Mother compositions, and has innumer- 

able ones half finished. “I usually 
just put down the melody and one or two 
progressions, to catch the inspiration, It’s 
working out the harmony on paper that 
takes me such ages,” she said. She gives 
her friends credit for the completion of 
“By Candlelight,” which they insisted she 
write down after having heard her play 
it often. “It took me a day and a half 
to put in all those silly little black notes. 
You have to go very slowly, because India 
ink can’t be erased.” Kay Dickey feels 
she didn’t do a very good job on the 
words, but we are going to repeat them 
anyway, as read off the manuscript of 
one of the orchestra players:

ULIUS CAESAR, one of the

It was the strategy of surprise. 
No warning was given. He struck 
in an instant, swiftly and with ful 
force, and followed it up. An army 
taken off guard was already half 
whipped, and Caesar knew it. 

All of us recall the Jack London 
story of White Fang, the wonder- 
ful dog who whipped every other 
dog by the same tactics. Without 
snarlings, bristlings or struttings, 
he fought like a flash and won. 

Here is something to think about 
in fighting the issues of life 
through to something like decency. 
Put plainly, it is by doing things, 
not merely by thinking about them, 
that we win. 

The whole question is, whether 
we are to act upon things or wait 
for things to act upon us; whether 
we are to be positive or passive.
